If we can learn from our mistakes, experience 
has taught a few' lessens th at may be* worth the 
hardships which accompanied them. 
Wage bargaining, which used to be a negotiation 
between m anagem ent and workers, today has be­ 
come a three-way deal, with government completing) 
the trio. 
Because government, by virtue of the authority 
bestowed on it by the people, is the strongest of the 
trio its function should be th a t of umpire, not advo­ 
cate. The primary mistake of government in wage 
bargaining has been to seem to swing its influence 
to labor unions, principally in the support it has 
given to arbitrary wage increases without compen­ 
satory price Increases 
The government's reasoning 
on that point was wrong and 
ls now admitted to be 
wrong. The country has paid a great price for the 
failure of government to prepare itself intelligently 
for the only role it properly could play in postwar 
readjustm ent—the role of umpire in negotiations to 
establish 
workable 
agreem ents 
for 
resumption 
of 
peacetime production 
The price of W ashington's mistakes will be borne 
by all the people, but most heavily by those who 
were forced against their will and judgment to stop 
work while their officials untangled their own chaotic 
thinking. Workers and m anagers have been set back 
heavily and unnecessarily by the Ineptitude of a 
burea ucra cy too stubborn to adm it it was wrong and 
not sm art encugh to correct its mistakes until an 
emergency forced a showdown. While politicians are 
doing their best to persuade the people th at the 
fault lies somewhere else, the fact is—as they well 
know—th at the fault lies with themselves. 
The United States has been fooling for a long 
time with the theory of a politically -managed econ­ 
omy. The war. with its carte blanche to central au­ 
thority 
for whatever seemed 
necessary , gave 
the 
would-be m anagers trem endous momentum. 
But It 
has taken only a few m onths of postwar experience 
for them to reduce that momentum by friction of 
their own making. The case for a managed economy 
never looked sorrier than it looks now, with the be­ 
fuddled m anagers bearing down on the brake with 
one foot, jamming the accelerator with the other, 
and screaming to the passengers th at they must get 
out and walk. 


The Pauley Incident 
Fa r more Im portant th an any claimed evidence of 
wrong-doing In the record of Edwin W. Pauley , who 
has been appointed undersecretary of navy , are the 
implications of his appointm ent. 
Mr. Pauley is a comer In Democratic inside poli­ 
tics, though still a stranger to the general public. He 
Is ty pica l of a group of businessmen who have learned 
ho w to wo rk closely with an adm inistration not noted 
fo r friendship to businessmen in general 
Mr Pauley 
kno ws the angles In W ashington under the New 
Dis­ 
pensa tio n, sometimes called the More Abundant Life 
As a fo rmer treasurer of the Democratic national 
co mmittee, as a wealthy oil man and 
a s the holder 
o f a ppo intiv e posts within the adm inistration, Mr 
Pa uley ha s accumulated Influence in party circles 
It 
Is this background as much as any of the details of 
his ca reer that is bring considered by senators before 
confirming or rejecting his appointm ent as under­ 
secreta ry of the navy , If he ascended to thnt office, 
he ev entua lly would succeed Jam es Forrestal as secre­ 
tary o f the departm ent. 
The senators remember that Mr 
Pauley worked 
fo r Mr. T rum an at the 
1944 Democratic national 
co nv entio n. 
So me of them , in both parties, must 
wo nder whether he is being lined up for a cabinet 
po sitio n o n merit o r to pa y 
a political debt at the 
po ssible expense 
o f confidence in the adm inistration 
o f the Na v y 
D epartm ent. There is more to the Pauley 
Incident tha n Mr. Pauley . There is a suspicion that 
President T rum an m ay 
no t be giving second thought 
to the Implica tio ns o f so me o f 
his appointm ents to 
policy -making 
po sitio ns in the government 


Fly ing And. Farming 
I* is b*ginning to appear th at our supposedly con­ 
servative farm ers are among the most air-m inded of 
American citizens. Already a coasiderable num ber of 
them hi the W est and Southwest own their own 
planes. 
Survey s Indicate th at m any of them have 
plans that, include a personal airplane in th eir future 
farm equipment. 
And three of our largest national 
larm organizations have recently issued statem ents 
emphasizing the importance th at they attach to air 
transportation development. 
The National Orange recommends th at air trans­ 
port of persons and commodities be allowed to ex­ 
pand unhampered by laws or regulations th a t would 
deny It “the fullest and freest competition permissible 
in the transportation tield”. 
The American Farm Bureau Federation points to 
the factors of speed, reduced refrigeration, and con­ 
stantly lowering 
rates with 
increased services, 
us 
indicating 
th at 
ever - Increasing 
tonnages 
will 
be 
moved by air 
Speaking more generally , the N ational Council of 
Farm Co-operatives say s, “We favor the preservation 
and m aintenance of technological improvements and 
scientific advances in all modes of transportation, 
and oppose 
. any lim itation through statutory or 
other m eans which tend to impair efficiency and 
economy and retard development in transportation.” 
Farm ers naturally are more concerned with the 
freight and express operations of commercial aviation 
than with passenger travel. They have a direct .stake 
in the new m arkets and new m erchandising tech­ 
niques which an expanded national air cargo service 
would bring 
Air cargo transportation is one of th e country 's 
newest Industries and a potentially im portant one 
And it is encouraging to note th at America's oldest 
industry , through some of its largest organizations, 
has expressed its interest and support. 
A future association of fly ing and farm ing looks 
like a winning combination 
It will speed and in­ 
crease the shipping of perishables over long distances 
It will bring more qulckly -netded supplies and equip­ 
m ent to outly ing farms. Perhaps m ast Im portant, it 
promises civilian careers to m any air-trained and air- 
minded veterans, as well as employ ment and con­ 
tinuing development in the aircraft Industry which, 
in peacetime, is still a m ast Im portant cog In the 
machinery of our future defense
